The tim e of the skilled laboratory technician for typing 
patient's blood, cross matching, etc. 


6 
The tim e of th e doctor and the nurse for actual tran sfer 
of blood.

Sanitation and sterilization. 


The four hospitals of Saline county have agreed upon a 
standard adm inistrative charge for each pint ol blood adm inis­ 
tered to th eir patients in the am ount of $17.00 for the first pint 
of blood and $12.00 for each additional pint.

lin s new program. 
K Bishop Hill, manager of the 
about idistrict office of tin' social security 


of Agriculture said a special study 
of corn price trends showed that 
during the 15-year period from 
1938 to 1951 the average increase 
in tho farm price ol corn was 13.5 
cents a bushel for the period I rom 
November to May. On most farms 
the storage cost during this same 
period amounted to around 13.2 
cents a bushel.

With feed costs remaining at a 
high level and the price of poultry 
and eggs currently what they are, 
poultry raisers are caught in a 
squeeze 
that 
isn't 
conducive to 
jumping up and down witll elation. 
Now more than ever it is important 
that the poultry producer exercise 
tin* best management practices he 
knows, keeping full records on the 
poultry enterprise so that he will 
know the exact s ta tu s of the busi­ 
ness. 


The word from the marketing 
specialist is that the prices paid 
for feeder cattle this fall largely 
will determine the feeding profits 
in 1955 because the profit must 
come out of the margin and not 
from the feeding operation itself 
Last year feeder cattle prices wen- 
lower early in the season and went 
up as the fall advanced. 
The op­ 
posite pattern may develop this 
year because buyers are showing 
a tendency to buy early while tho 
producers are holding back. 
This 
could make the early purchases 
the higher priced ones this season. 


Farmers who have a forest plant 
mg program in their plan for this 
year ought to he arranging to ob­ 
tain their planting stock of suitable 
species, age, and size from the lib 
no is Division of Forestry, Spring 
field 
The SIU forester points out that 
late October and early November 
is the best time for fall planting 
of forest tree seedlings 
Before 
ordering, gel the advice of your 
forester on the species that are 
lie st suited for a particular plant­ 
ing area and make orders on that 
basis 
. Southern Illinois farmers may 
plant forest trees successfully in 
the fall on sandy soils or on areas 
with good cover of grasses and 
weeds 
Heavy blue grass sod is 
not very suitable for forest plant

Until the seedlings are plant 
ell they should be stored in a cool.

location, 
preferably

from 11gill 
In planting the seedlings the 
frees ought not to he set more 
than one half inch deeper than they 
stood in the forest nursery seed­

Adding 30 pounds of nitrogen (ap 
proximately IOO pounds of ammon­ 
ium nitrate) per acre gave the 
most efficient use of the fertilizer, 
j Vavra said similar trends were not 
cd in other Illinois tests. The Illi­ 
nois Farm Supply Company coop­ 
erated with contributions of ferti 
lizer 
The testing program involved the 
comparison of fall and spring appli­ 
cations of nitrogen at rates of 15, 
30, and HO pounds per acre with 
each other and with an untreated 
check plot. 
All wheat plots had a 
.starter application of 200 pounds 
per acre of 3-12-12 commercial fer­ 
tilizer at seeding. 
The soil had 
a fairly high phosphorus and pot­ 
ash content 
Fall applications of 
nitrogen were broadcast at the time 
of seeding 
Vavra says that tight southern 
Illinois soils apparently permit full 
I use of the fall • applied nitrogen 
Without much loss through leach­ 
ing. 
The wheat plants seemed to 
receive an extra boost in forming 
good root systems and getting an 
early vigorous spring growth. 
Vavra points out, however, that 
the results might be different un 
der other weather conditions and 
could not be taken as a blanket 
recommendation for fall nitrogen 
applications in the area 
Vavra reported the following per 
acre yields in the tests:

Winter Care 
Adds Life lo 
Farm Equipment 


Take care of the gasoline en 
gines on your tarm equipment dur­ 
ing the winter and you’ll get lots 
more service out of them. 
Jay Weber, agricultural engin­ 
eer at the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, says the first 
thing to do is cheek the engine 
cooling system to be sure there 
are no leaks before you put in an- 
tifreeze, 
Y’ou may need to tighten or re 
place radiator and heater hoses. 
Weber says 
Don t take a chance 
with hoses that are old and soft. 
Also, drain and flush the cooling 
system before you add antifreeze. 
Alcohol is all right as an anti­ 
freeze in engines used for light 
work. 
But. because alcohol has 
a low boiling point, it is generally 
not suitable for tractors. Perma­ 
nent-type 
antifreeze 
is best for 
tractors and for trucks and cars 
equipped with 180-degree thermo­ 
stats. You can use antifreeze more 
than one season, but you run the 
risk of having a clogged cooling 
system 
It s especially important to keep 
the* engine up to operating tem 
perature during the winter. Weber 
says. 
Operating for a few hours 
at low 
temperature 
will cause 
sludge and lots of engine wear 
A good thermostat cuts warm-up 
time and keeps the engine up to 
operating temperature. Change oil 
oftener than usual during the win­ 
ter to rid the engine of harmful 
acids and sludge. 
Ice in the gas line can be a 
real headache 
Avoid this trouble 
by cleaning sediment bowls and 
draining water out of your gaso­ 
line .storage tank now'. Fill tractor 
and auto tanks at the end of the 
lay s run to prevent water from 
condensing. 
And 
keep 
storage 
tanks as full as possible during 
winter months. 
For quick, easy starting, keep 
the battery fully charged and ig­ 
nition 
system 
in 
good 
repair. 
Check your instruction hook for 
recommendations on changing to 
a lighter weight oil and taking care 
of other winter needs.
